The priorities for the roads as sug- 
gested by the Altona Council are most 
desirable. The reconstruction of Mil- 
lers Road from Civic Parade to the Es- 
planade: (not forgetting the Geelong rail 
crossing), the reconstruction of Queen 
Street west as the first stage of a di- 
vided -highway and the construction of 
Grieve Highway to its final fink with 
, the freeway are,necessary:to-the growth - 
of Altona. 

Altona has‘ now a fine network of 
good roads. The proposals and works of 
the local council, the co-operation of 
the Country Road Board, and the pro- 
vision of the means, will do all to ensure 
the fitness of the roads of the Altona

Have the students for a

There are many young 
men and women who have 
been to Vietnam and seen 
what is taking place there 
who oppose the point of 
view of f § 
senters from the Universi- 
ties.

The 
second job that the Austra- 
lian soldiers have freely 
undertaken is the building 
of houses and schools at the 


; Village level for the Vietna- 


mese people in the province 
of Phuoc Tuy. No fair- 
minded person will deny that 
the Australian army has 
carried out both tasks in 
Vietnam with distinction. 
Nevertheless, dissent from 
the Australian commitmert 
to Vietnam is permissible 
and_along with Students for 
a Democratic Society. the 
leaders of the A.LP. in 
Victoria have actively op- 
posed this asvect of Au- 
stralia’s role in South-East 
Asia.
